JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present mail brings advices from Yokohama to July 26. 
A portion of the outward mail of June 5 was received on the 23rd 
Taig. being brought by the Pacific Company's steamer Colorado, 
direct from Hong Kong; the P. and O. Str. Aden, with'the rest, 
was due when the present mail left. The Pacific Steamer Vew 
York, from San Francisco, was also hourly expected. The Japan 
Times sums up the news as follows :— 

The position of Japanese politics appears as indeterminate as 
ever, and the uncertainty which still exists is always as harmful to 
foreign trade and the progress of European ideas. For though the 
Imperial troops are evidently pushing back the rebels on all sides, 
no decisive action has taken place, nor, indeed, from the nature of 
Japanese warfare, can such be looked for. The Northern guerillas 
are at present driven farther from Yedo than they have ever been 
since the city was occupied by the Mikado ; but it is impossible to 
force them to a position where they might be crushed and done 
with—a desultory skirmishing goes on all over the country, and 
keeps its peaceably inclined inhabitants in a constant state of 
alarm. We need not trouble our home readers with particulars 
of any of these petty affairs. The only points really worthy 
of record are the removal of Yoshihisa, the ex-Shiogoon, from 
Mito to Tsurunga, and the projected visit of the chiefs 
of the Southern confederation to Yokohama. These have 
a certain importance. The first, as signifying that Yoshihisa 
is still mistrusted, or that at all events, it is thought better to re- 
move him from the North, when he might at any time be made a 
rallying point for the rebels, to a place where he will be more a 
hostage ie the clan than anyening else,] while the visit of the 
Southern chiefs to Yokohama, leaving their own territory and the 
Mikado, is a significant proof of the consolidation of their power 
so far, and of the org Ge the numerous reactionary reports so 
industriously spread about by the friends of the rebels. Thus 
Ailzu was said to be in Kiusiu, within eighty miles of Osaka, and 
marching upon it—a statement without the least foundation in 
fact, but which sufficed to alarm considerably foreign residents at 
Kobé. ' 

From Osaka we hear of the flooding of the foreign concession by 
the swollen rivers, to the depth of over two feet. Such rains the 
Japanese say have not occurred for many years. We are so 
also to have to record the death of other victims to the Osaka bar. 
A French restaurateur, Mr. Charles Debez, and two coloured men 
were drowned in attempting to cross it on the 6th and 7th. Itis 
a shifting sand, and the recent floods seem to have so changed its 
shape and channels that even the native boatmen are at fault 
upon it. 

"Onaka is to be made a port of entry after all—an important 
step gained, and which will shortly be officially announced. As 
the bar is evidently, as it stands, an insuperable obstacle to land- 
ing goods, it is clear either that it must be removed and sufficient 
works made to prevent any fresh accumulation, or a railway must 
be-built from Kobe or Hiogo to Osaka, In our leading columns 
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will be found a second article addressed to intending emigrants 
hither and, as will be seen, we point to such works as these, which 
pis pe large capital to execute, as a proper field for the wealth 
and enterprise of Australians or others, the only class of settlers 
we want in Japan. 

The Albion, chartered by a company of {talian silkworm ogg 
buyers, left for Nee-e-gata, the newly opened port on the west 
coast, on the 17th. Our latest advices received from that port do 
not justify us in anticipating for these enterprising gentlemen a 
successful campaign. 

A complete change in the weather has taken place, and we are 
now in the enjoyment of bright skies and a summer heat tempered 

. by an unfailing breeze. Considerable damage has, however, been 
done to the rice crop in parts of the country where it was farthest 
advanced, and foreign grain in moderate quantity will probably 
find a market during the autumn. Shippers must, however, be 
very cautious, for it must never be forgotten that the Japanese 
are strongly prejudiced—and with excellent reason—in favour of 
their own produce. 

The Ministers held a meeting on the 22nd July, at which‘it was 
decided, in view of the march of large bodies of Southern troops 
upon Yedo, again to neutralise this settlement, and to confide it to 
the protection of foreign guards. A proportion of men is to be 
furnished by the French and English garrisons and the marines 
from vessels of war of various nationalities now in harbour for 
this service. On the 23rd a large guard-house for the Dutch con- 
tingent was commenced in a most inappropriate place, the main 
street of the settlement, just opposite the French Bank. This build- 
ing, if allowed to be completed, will nearly block up an important 
thoroughfare ; will vitiate the insurance upon all the godowns 
immediately near it, while the guard will—it is bardly necessary 
to say—be an unendurable nuisance, night and day, without being 
of the slightest use. During the night of the 23rd the half 
finished building was, very properly, pulled down by some persons 
unknown. Mr. Van Polsbroek, the Dutch Minister, should take 
the hint and remove his contingent to the outskirts of the town, 
where it can protect, instead of being only protected. 

The folly of dismantling the Hong Kong Mint has, we hear by 
last mail, been consummated—a fact of which we were not aware 
when the article on the long Kong grievances was published in 
our last. It has been sold to the Japanese Government for a ridi- 
culously low price, and a change in the currency of this country 
may therefore be anticipated. It will take some months for the 
machinery to be taken down and shipped hither, so that our 
Chamber of Commerce and professional financiers have time 
enough before them to prepare for the change: we trust they will 
have skill enough to direct its course. 


NAGASAKI. 

The Nayasaki Times, referring to the recent deportation of 
Christians, states'that in reply to the Consuls’ inquiries a letter was 
sent to the effect that the Christians had been sent to the terri- 
tories of the Princes Choshiu Sckishiu Suano and Bingo to be 
“taken care of ;’ that the Japanese Government did not intend 
to outrage humanity by the destruction of innocent men ; that the 
remaining Christians in the village would not be molested and 
giving as a reason for acting as they had done wiih regard to 
those sent away that it was to prevent trouble between them and 
the other sects in the neighbourhood, at the same time thanking 
the various Consuls for their kind suggestions and humane motives. 
They did not deny that fathers and husbands had been taken 
away, leaving many families without means of subsistence. We 
hear from a private source that, according to currrent report, 
another ship load had been sent off.

THE GOLD MINES. 

A Chefoo correspondent writes to the Worth China Herald :— 
“ Therd are several persons at the mines, and they seem to be 
making a good thing out of them, as they donot return. It is re- 
ported that some miners came over in the last San Francisco 
steamer to Yokohama, and chartered a steamer thence to Shan- 
tung.” Allusion is also made to a silver mine, which has had to 
be abandoned, through the difficulty of getting coolies and man- 
darin opposition. An experienced digger has been to “ prospect ” 

the country, and reports highly of its mineral wealth. 
From another correspondent’s letter we extract the following 
passages :—“ The gold mince in this vicinity aro the topic of the 
y here, and perhaps your readers may be glad to know the most 
recent accounts from them. ‘There have been satisfactory proofs 
of the existence of the gold for some time, but no evidence 
of practical and experienced miners had been given as to the 
value of the diggings until now. Everybody here felt that until 
a trustworthy report of the gold-fields could be made, such as 
would satisfy professional diggers it would not be worth their while 
coming to Chefoo, there was no certainty of attracting workers to 
the rich deposits of mineral wealth. Now, the country has been 
tested by an ‘old hand ;’

SHANGHAI. 

Dates from this port extend to the lst of August. The English 
mail of June 5 arrived out on the 20th of July, with telegrams to 
June 27. Later telegrams to June 30 had been received via 
Kiachta. 

From the North China Herald we extract the following :— 
“The prospect of opening up mines continues to excite much 
interest among foreigners, and some alarm among Chinese offi- 
cials. A protest has been addressed by the Taoutai to the foreign 
Consuls against the threatened invasion. Mining in China is 
illegal, he tells them, on the authority of the foreign board ; and 
foreigners who may venture into the interior in defiance of law 
cannot be protected against the hostility of the inhabitants. 
Much California diggers will care for this threat! But we do 
not anticipate popular opposition if the new comers behave 
quietly. No doubt the mandarins will do the best they can to 
conjure up Feng-shuy ; but the Shangtung villagers do not seem 
to believe in it. 

“Tt is rumoured that several changes are likely to be soon made 
in the Customs service. Mr. Kleinwachter goes from Kiukiang to 
Swatow ; his collision with the Taoutai precluding his stay at the 
former port, where he will be relieved by Mr. Bowra, who will in 
turn be relieved by Mr. White, at Ningpo. Mr. Kopsch succeeds 
the latter at Takao. With reference to Mr. Kleinwachter’s re- 
moval, it is generally remarked that the removal of the Taoutai 
from Kiukiang would be a more appropriate step, as that official 
is clearly to blame. We are waiting with some interest to know 
who is to be the new Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai.

“A violent gale—the outer edge of a typhoon—blew over the 
settlement during the night of the 19th and morning of the 20th 
instant, doing some damage. Some ships which experienced the 
full force of the cyclone at sea have come in badly damaged. The 
mail steamers Eilora and Dupieir caught the typhoon at the 
mouth of the Yangtze, and anchored inside the light-ship. The 
United Service had also to heave to; she lost a serang, washed 
overboard. The steamer Ying-tze-fei, about which some fears had 
been entertained, reached port in safety. She experienced the 
full strength of the typhoon, but sustained no damage worth men- 
tioning. The actual cause of her late arrival is that she ran 
short of coal and had to sail the last half of the way from Chefoo. 
She had just enough coal to carry her to Shanghai under ordina: 
circumstances, but not enough to meet the emergency whic 
arose in her detention by the gale. Blame attaches to whomsocver 
is responsible for this deficiency ; and we doubt not 4 similar con- 
tingency will be guarded against in future. Mishaps of this kind 
are excusable on a long journey, but not so on the short trip from 
Chefoo to Shanghai.” 

The further effects of the storm are thus described in {the 

Court Gazette :—“Several walls, verandahs, &c., were 
blown down, among others that of Judge Hornby’s house on the 
Bubbling Well-road, and the streets of the settlement were flooded 
toa og distance from the river on Saturday night. Two of Mr. 
Muir! ’3 workshops were unroofed and damaged, and the naval 
yard was aubiner ged. In the settlement several pieces of wall 
were blown down, and one or two portions of China houses ; several 
of the small trees on the bund were uprooted, and several of those 
on the open plot at the back of the Consulate broken. The City 
of ‘Aberdaes was compelled to run for shelter from the gale, 
and anchored with the Amherst Rocks bearing eight miles 
north. Finding the ship drove with one anchor and a hundred 
fatt oms of chain, a second was let go, which brought the ship up. 
Whilst riding at anchor, she pitched very heavily and lost jib- 
boom, fore-top-mast, and main-top-gallant-mast. Whilst in this 
position a junk foundered close by, and the captain with four volun- 
teers went tosave life. He succeeded in rescuing five Chinese, and 
took them to the City of Aberdeen, and left again to endeavour to 
save more life; in this attempt he was driven out to sea, and after 
about 24 hours sighted a junk and pulled for her. Taking his 
compass with him he boarded and induced the junk captain to 
steer for the entrance of the Yang-tsze, where he was fortunate 
enough to be sighted and picked up by the pilot boat Vew York, 
after an absence from his ship of about thirty-six hours. 
Captain Gerrie’s courage has been the subject of well merited 
praise, and it is suggested the Chinese authorities should 
make some acknowledgment to him for saving the lives 
of some of their fellow countrymen. The Silicia was towed into 
this portdismasted ;‘and Captain Hawes and the crew of the barque 
Kewkee returned to Shanghai in the Aistletoe, having lost his 
vessel on tho 19th inst. he American ship J/ary got on shore 
on Square Island, and the ship St. George has been reported on 
shore near Chin-hai. In the country several large trees were up- 
rooted, houses unroofed, and the crops more or less damaged. The 
cotton especially, which had been previously suffering from the 
prolonged cool weather, is laid level with the ground; and the 
peach trees are half stripped. At Woosung a number of junks 
were driven high and dry on shore, five were sunk, many acres of 
a were submerged, the crops ruined, and several houses blown 

wn. 

The following items are also from the Supreme Court Gazette :— 
“ Mr, W. H. Medhurst has taken charge of H.B.M. Consulate at 
this port. Considerable speculation has taken place as to who is 
likely to be appointed Commissioner of Customs at this port. We 
hear that Thomas Dick is nominated to the office. We also hear 
that the Baron de Meritens will remain at Chefoo, Mr. Keinwachter 
will proceed to Swatow, Mr. Drew will be removed from Chin- 
kiang to Kewkiang, and Mr. Man will proceed to Chinkiang. 

“ A new steam transport has been launched from the Chinese 
arsenal at Tungkadoo. She measures 180 ft. over all and 274 ft. 
beam, and her capacity is 750 tons. She will carry eight 24 
howitzers, also manufactured at the arsenal, and she is to be fitted 
with the engines that belonged to the old Waratah, but these have 
been so completely repaired that they may be almost considered 
new. They are 150-horse power, and the boiler, which weighs 32 
tons, is of sufficient capacity to hear a pressure of 35 lbs. to the 
square inch. It has been tested with 30 lbs. of cold water, which 
is considered equal to about a third more steam. The bont is 
built of oak framework throughout, and of teak planking. The 
keels of two similar ones are, we are informed, to be at once laid 
down, and it is intended soon to begin three others.” 

The N.C. Herald mentions that the English and American 
Ministers have forbidden steamers to pass through the cut known 
as the “Straw Shoe Ohannel,” near Nanking, by which they have 
Deen wont to cut off along bend of the Yang-tze. The Herald 
says, “ We think the objection of the Chinese to its use veer 
is well founded. It is too narrow for them to pass through it 
without imminent danger to native shipping.” 

The Daily News says it is reported that the change in the Che- 
hhienship of Shanghai is due to the check placed on the squeezin 
propensities of officials in Shanghai. any of the principa 
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Chinese merchants live in the foreign settlements ; and we have 
raised so much difficulty to squeezing these, that the magistrate 
can hardly pay his expenses. 

The whereabouts of a quantity of bullion and other property 
stolen from the wreck of the Benares is said to have been diece- 
vered in the neighbourhood of Ningpo, and the Taotai has been 
applied to, to procure its restoration. The new owners, however, 
seem in no hurry to relinquish it, and the village where it is 
stowed is so queerly situated in a net-work of creeks that it is 
difficult to use force. It is next to impossible to surround it, and 
the approach of an armed force would be simply a signal for the 
removal of the loot. 

The provincial Commander-in-Chief has lately paid a vist to 
Chusan, accompanied by several armed lorchas, to review and re- 
duce the garrison.

the island. 

It is rumoured that M. Giquel’s Foochow dockyard scheme has 
come to a deadlock. 

Captain Harmon, of the Plymouth Rock, thus describes a 
“bore ” or tidal wave, which occurred in the Yang-tsze-kiang on 
the 24th July :— 

“This morning at 2 a.m., while under way, coming down the 
river with a strong ebb tide, when about five miles above 
North Tree, we passed through very heavy breakers. The 
steamer was then in about twelve fathoms of water. At 3.30 
A.M. we anchored below North Tree; at 3 a.m. a noise was heard 
approaching, as if a steamer was coming up and blowing off 
steam. Ina few minutes a tide wave struck the steamer on the 
port quarter with such force as to cause her to strain and vibrate 
as if she had struck a ledge of rocks, going at full speed, the 
water breaking on board over the stern. I am confident had the 
steamer been lying across the stream the consequence would 
have been a serious one ; fortunately we were heading up river, 

“The wave came in from south-east, following the left bank; 
the sky was clear, and a fine breeze from the south blowing at the 
time. The wave must have been from twenty-five to thirty feat 
high, extending two miles across, Its force instantly stopped the 
ebb tide, which was running at the time about four knots 
hour ; in a few minutes after the steamer swung to the flood tide, 
which bene to run with equal force.” 

The following is the text of the despatch concerning the Chefao, 
gold mines which has been aildveusd ty the Taoutai of Shanghai 
to the Treaty Consuls :— 

“Ying, the Taoutai, would inform the Consul that on the 7th 
day of the 6th month (July 26th, 1868) he received from the 
Board of Foreign Affairs at Peking a despatch stating :— 

“That the opening of mines is strictly prohibited by Chinese 
law, and that hitherto even the Chinese merchants are not per- 
mitted to work them. Now, in the vicinity of Yien-tai and near 
the sea, since the opening of the place to foreign trade, Chinese 
and foreigners collect in considerable numbers, and if corrupt 
scoundrels of the interior, along with foreign wandering vagabonds, 
should secretly dig for mineral wealth and acquire riches, 
not only would it be a great injury to the people’s Fung shui, 
but also it is to bo feared that it would easily give rise to quar- 
rels, wherefore the Board of Foreign Affairs writes to of 
the foreign Ministers resident at Poking requesting them to 
order the Consuls at all the open ports to act in accordance with 
the prohibitions and strictly prohibit all foreigners from proceed- 
ing thither; and the * Tsoong li Ya-men or ‘ Foreign Board ' also 
writes to the Commissioner for the Three Ports and the Futai of 
Shantung province to order all the local magistrates at the ports 
to examine, and at all the places formerly yielding gold strictly 
prohibit, all persons, whether Chineso or foreigners, from working 
for it. And if any villanous Chinese should secretly pursue this 
business, then, according to Chinese law, punish them. And if 
any foreigners should engage in the business, then order the local 
magistrates, along with the Consuls, immediately to prevent them. 
Now as Shanghai is the common entrance for foreigners, should 
any of them get passports under false pretences, or proceed without 
passports to the northern ports, then immediately, along with the 
Consuls, to prevent their engaging in this business; and the 
Board also writes to act in conbeuisy to these orders. 

“And the Taoutai having received thia, now writes to the Con. 
sul requesting him to examine the foregoing, and hereafter if any 
wandering Vogevond without means should want to repair to 
Yien-tai, the Taoutai hopes the Consul will immediately prevent 
them. And when foreigners apply for passports, for sporting in 
the interior, he hopes the Consul will examine clearly as to what 
business they are going on, and to what place they are going to 
hunt, and to have the place named in the passport before affixing 
the seal ; and if any foreigners without passports repair to Yien- 
tai and such places to dig for gold, and anything happen in the 
way of an uprising against them, the Chinese magistrates cannot 
afford them any protection, The Taoutai hopes for a favourable 
Tey to this despatch.” 

e (NV. C. Herald) hear from Peking that the change predicted 
some weeks ago by our Tientsin correspondent has been carried 
into effect. Li-hung-chang and Tso-tsung-tang have been ordered 
to the seats of their respective vice-royalties, and to keep them 
free from rebels ; while the late commandant at Moukden is ap- 
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pointed to command in chief the northern army operating against 
the rebels in Chih-li and Shantung. It remains to be seen whether 
Li will accept his disgrace quietly. : 

A lottery of horses on a large scale has been held in Shanghai. 
A Mr. Keele brought a number of animals from Australia and hit 
upon this method of disposing of them. 


HONG KONG. 

From this port our advices are to the 7th August. The outward 
French Mail of June 18th was received in Hong Kong on the 27th, 
and the English mail of June 19 on the 29th July. The latest 
London telegrams to hand were via Calcutta, to the 13th July, 
received August 2. The local news is of small importance, nothing 
further having transpired regarding the late horrible coolie out- 
break, or the only other topic of much interest, the new Cordon 
of custom houses round the island. 

On the 30th J v7. another case arising out of the bankruptcy 
of Lyall, Still and Co. was tried before Judge Ball, namely, that 
of Henderson v. the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank. This was 
a suit in Chancery wherein the plaintiffs, Messrs. C. P. Henderson 
and Co., sought to call upon the defendants to state an account of 
the proceeds of a certain consignment of goods, viz., one hundred 
bales shirtings, formerly held as a security by the defendants and 
since sold by them ; and algo to recover the proceeds of the said 
goods from the defendants. The case was similar in its leading 
facts and arguments to that previously decided by Chief Justice 
Smale, and since appealed against, so that an extended report of 
the hearing is unnecessary. After hearing the evidence (which 
occupied two days) the judge postponed his decision. 

The China Mavi publishes an important despatch, having re- 
ference to matters affecting the interests of the mercantile com- 
munities of China, which been sddressed by Mr. Hart to the 
Chairman of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce. It is as 
follows :— 

Inspectorate-General of Customs, Peking, 20th July, 1868. 

1. Sir,—I beg to invite your attention to the contents of the 
despatch now addressed to you, and which has reference to matters 
of common interest. 

2. I desire to be permitted tojtake advantage of the existence 
of a mercantile representative body to ascertain from time to time 
the views of the communities at the ports on all matters affecting 
their interests in connection with the working of the Customs’ 
Department, and on such subjects as may seem to be of a kind 
infwhich the assistance of that department might be calculated 
to be productive of good result or mutual benefit. 

3. The doings of the past ten years make it evident that there 
exists an identity and not antagonism of interest, and, in the ex- 
ceptional state of affairs in China, experience suggests that those 
identical interests can be best furthered by a mutual good under- 
standing and by common conference in respect of measures that 
affect them. Thatjthe country should enjoy tranquillity is of as 
much importance to the mercantile body as to the Government 
itself ; that treaty stipulations should be understood and adhered 
to is just as conducive to the welfare of the Government as to 
the prosperity of the merchant ; that there should be method in 





the collection of revenue, and regularity in the administration of 


revenue matters, is just as necessary to the transaction of the 
merchant’s business as to the proper performance of their duties 
by Custom’s officials ; and that there should be a mutual good 
understanding contributes just as much to the success of those 
who have to act as it does to the protection of those who are acted 
upon. The discussion,of measures affecting the general tranquillity 
of the Empire, and the interpretation of treaty rights and en- 
forcement of treaty stipulations, are, of course, matters that con- 
cern more immediately the responsible authorities, but the every- 
day work of taking action under treaties, and of giving effect to 
their commercial stipulations, brings the Customs’ Department 
and mercantile public into such constant and intimate contact 
that it would be folly to ignore the effects that our action and 
beeing tare on each other, while it would be wise to attempt, 
through the medium of a common good understanding, and by 
mutual communication in respect of each other’s requirements or 
responsibilities, to provide for the arrangement of a relation be- 
tween action and result, so that action may be effective and result 
harmless. 

4. The Foreign Inspectorate of Customs has now become an in- 
by ph part of the revenue administration of this country ; its 
offices are at every treaty port, and its members form the execu- 
tive in the collection of dues and duties accruing on foreign trade, 
and in carrying out rules and regulations therewith connected, 
and affecting both foreign and native merchants. Cosmopolitan 
in its composition, it affords to every treaty Power the security that 
the interest of one Power will not be attempted to be advanced at 
the expense of another, and procures for each member of the cosmo- 
politan communities at the treaty ports the same treatment that 
all others receive, and thorough impartiality ; paid by the Chinese 
Government, it insures for it the full collection of Maritime 
revenue, and the proper observance of established rules. Ports, 
however, differ in their requirements, and, with changing times, 
come changing circumstances ; a new sort of action has to Be taken 
here, —a novel measure introduced there,—and a regulation re- 
scinded, altered, or added|to at a third place; every such event affects 
the mercantile community at the place, and re-acts upon the Cus- 
toms’ Establishment. Looked at from the Customs’ point of view, a 
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rule may appear logical and unobjectionable, but, viewed from the 
side of the merchant, it may be uncalled for and mischievous ; 
from the mercantile point of view, a certain measure may seem to 
be demanded by the circumstances, while to the Customs it may, 
for adequate reasons, appear to be altogether impracticable. It is 
thus evident that many of the rules that have to be acted on by 
the Customs’ Department, and which are to be observed by the 
merchants, will be all the better for some preliminary ventilation, 
so that their object may be intelligible and action under them 
easy, before being determined on, or given effect to ; and, in the 
case of rules once resolved on, a common understanding may go 


far to promote the interests of both sides, by making the rule 
effect its proper object on the one hand, and on the other, by pre- 
venting it from pinching unnecessarily or becoming mischievous 
in its operation. 


5. Apart from mere Customs rules, there are matters of ter 


importance, but all more or less connected with the Foreign in- 
spectorate and its working, in respect of which an understanding 
between the Inspectorate and the public, or, at all events, the means 
of arriving at such an understanding, would appear to be calculated 
to be p 
tion and improvement of harbour approaches, lighting of the coast, 


uctive of good results. Thus, in respect of the conserva- 


pilotage, &c.,it must be apparent that the action of the Inspectorate 


would be easier, if understood and approved of by the public, and 


that public interest and public wishes could be more easily 
furthered and complied with if there were such a recognised 


medium for the communication of them to the Inspectorate. In 
these and other affairs the interests of both public and In- 
spectorate are identical ; it is to the interest of the public that all 
necessary works shall be done, and done well, and it is to the 


interest of the Inspectorate to see that work is necessary before 
it expends public funds on it, and to carry out, in the best and 
most enduring manner, whatever work inquiry has demonstrated 
to be really called for. 

6. Itis with these, and kindred thoughts in my mind, that I 
now address you, and through you, the Chamber, in the hope that 
a result may be secured conducive tothe public good. Hong 
Kong, as I know, is a British colony; but its position on the 
coast, and the intimate connection that subsists between it and 
the Chinese treaty ports, lead me to think that to be in commu- 
nication with your Chamber will not be without its uses.! 

7. I have, of course, had the opportunity of learning the views 
of the Chamber and the communities at the ports, as put forward 
in respect of questions connected with the expected revision of 
the treaty, and, as a member of a Commission engaged upon 
preliminary enquiries into the feasibility of, and best way of 
giving effect to such suggestions, I am pretty well acquainted 
with all that has of late been proposed, and can answer for the 
care with which each proposal has been considered and discussed. 
But, in the daily life of cach community, events occur and cases 
arise which call for immediate action and settlement, and cannot 
await treaty revision, and it is with reference to them—to current 
business, so to speak—that Iam more especially writing. In its 
Consuls at the ports, and Ministers at the capital, the public is 
already provided with the machinery for making known its wants, 
guarding its interests, and settling its affairs with the Chinese 
Government, and it is, therefore, no wish of mine to volunteer for 
the performance of the duties of others, or to interfere in work 
that docs not concern me; still, Consular and Ministerial func- 
tions, no matter how well defined, leave room, occasionally, and at 
some points, for the employment of, and resort to other agencies. 
In appealing to you, therefore, I am simply desirous of initiating 
a state of affairs, in which a public service, the Foreign Inspec- 
torate, may be so placed in communication with the public—and 
more especially with a recognised representative of the public, 
your Chamber—that it, acquitting itself of its responsibilities to 
the Chinese Government on the one hand, may, on the other, be 
at the same time the better able to aid, and, as a public servant, 
to do its duty by the mercantile communities in this country. 

8. Hitherto my time has been chiefly devoted to the formation 
of the service, and the establishment of offices at the ports, and, 
so employed, I have delayed to place myself in communication 
with your Chamber; the instructions issued to subordinates in 
charge of offices at the ports have, however, been throughout 
dictated by the same idea that runs through this despatch— 
to remember that Mercantile and Customs’ interests are not 
antagonistic, — that restrictive legislation must be as little 
as possible resorted to—that advantage should be taken of 
every opportunity to develop the resources, and foster the expan- 
sion of each locality—that the transaction of business should be 
simplified to the utmost possible extent—that the movements of 
shipping should be expedited, and mercantile operations facilitated 
and that the best way to aid the growth of revenue is to foster 
the growth of trade. In respect of pains and penalties, I have 
always advocated the utmost publicity, and full and fair inquiry 
before condemnation, and I have ever objected to the with- 
drawal of capital from active circulation by unnecessarily 
heavy fines or confiscations. The difficulties of managing a 
growing cosmopolitan service, and of serving a Government 
whose views have been often diametrically opposed—not for op- 
ee sake, but from the working of old ideas—to my own, 

ave fully occupied my hands for years back. An opportunity is 
now presented, of which I gladly avail myself, contemporaneously 
with possible changes in connection with a revised treaty, and 
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succeeding the formation of the Customs’ establishments at all 
the ports, to do what I have long wished to do—to place myself 
en rapport with the mercantile communities, and, by initiating 
personal communication with their representative, your Chamber, 
to provide for a future in which work may proceed satisfactorily, 
misunderstandings be prevented, and general interests be subserved 
and promoted. 

9. I have therefore to request that you will permit me to avail 
myself, through you, of such information and advice on specific 
points as I may, from time to time, desire to obtain, and that 
your Chamber will, in the same way, do me the favour of ad- 
dressing me on any subject on which it may wish to be informed, 
and of making such suggestions as it may think calculated to be 
of general or particular utility. I have also to request that the 
Commissioners of Customs may be communicated, consulted, and 
advised with, at the ports, as time and circumstances may seem to 
require. 

10. I have written an identical letter to the Shanghai Chamber, 
and shall send copies to the Commissioners of Customs for their 
information and guidance.

Senhor Horta, prior to his departure, was subjected to an ex- 
amination in the Supreme Court, in the case of Regina v. Saint, 
the Editor of the China Mail, who is accused of libelling the 
Portuguese Government in connection with the coolie traffic. At 
the close of the hearing the Chief Justice, on behalf of the Go- 
vernment of Hong Kong, disclaimed any knowledge of the case, 
which will now, probably, fall to the ground. 

From Macao we hear of the arrival of the new Governor. The 
Daily Press says :—“His Excellency Vice-Admiral Sergio de 
Souza having called at the Government-house and left his card, 
not finding the Governor of Hong Kong in town, proceeded to 
Macao, accompanied by the Baron do Cercal, in H.F.M.’s gunboat 
Camoes, and arrived off the Praya at 6.30 a.m. At 7.25 his Ex- 
cellency landed, and was received with the honours due to his 
elevated rank. He has no less than five grand cordons, and is an 
intimate friend of Dom Luiz, and is his aide-de-camp. Governor 
Horta goes home by the next English mail, and has handed his 
worthy successor the reins of Government. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 


_o— 
SINGAPORE. 


fF The present mail left Singapore on the 15th August. The out- 
ward mail of July 3 was delivered on its due date, Au 5. The 
news of the fortnight is summed up by the Stravs Times as 
follows :— 

The attention of the community has been mainly occupied by 
three subjects, and these have attracted more interest perhaps on 
account of the still depressed state of business. They are, the 
Legislative Council, a trial in the Supreme Court arising out of 
the sinking of the powder hulk, Princess Royal, in February last, 
and the solar eclipse of the 18th August. 

The Legislative Council sat on the 8th instant, and transacted a 
considerable amount of business. Thelegislative faculty manifested 
by our Council is something to marvel at, and certainly ought to be 
an example and a lesson to other councils all over the world. This 
model Council of the Straits colony thinks nothing of introducing, 
reading a first, second, and third time, and passing a Bill at one 
sitting, and not only one Bill, but as many as may be wanted. On 
this occasion two Bills were introduced, committed, read and passed 
right off-hand—to be sure they are Bills amending two Bills of 
last year. One of them, however, is of so much import that really 
our honourable legislators might have made a show at least of 
taking a “thocht a bit’ about it. It gives the Governor power 
to do as he likes with Her Majesty’s subjects at his will and 
pleasure, all law to the contrary notwithstanding. In addition to 
the above Legislative feat a Coinage Bill and Prison’s Bill were 
introduced, read a first and second time, and recommitted ; but 
these call for no remark. The Council further agreed to allow 
500 dols. per annum to keep the Raffles’ Institution Buildings in 
repair, which is only what was right and proper to do. There 
was further laid before the Council a despatch from the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, offering to send out a geologist to surve 
the Straits Settlements. The despatch was ordered to be printed: 
the Council prudently making no remarks on the subject. The 
public have not been equally reticent. Considering that a compe- 
tent geologist could not be engaged much under £1,000 per an- 
num, and would require an office and staff costing something like 
a similar amount; considering, further, that the pages of the 
Journal of the Indian Archipelago are a mine of accurate scientific 
information regarding the geological formation of the settlements 
and neighbourhood, considering most of all that the finances of 
the Colony are in a somewhat duties position, and therefore any 
additional burden imposed upon them will be indignantly pro- 
tested against by the colonists toa man, the best course for his 
Excellency the Governor is clearly to respectfully decline the ob- 
liging offer of his Grace the Duke of Buckingham. 

The Gunpowder Case has occupied the Supreme Court for six 
days, and has excited great interest among the merchants. The 
owners of the hulk, the Princess Royal, which sank at her moor- 
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ings in the harbour in February last, are prosecuted by the con- 
signees of the powder on board of her for its value. e case is 
of very considerable importance—the amount of money at stake 
is large—and the issue, to the defenders in the action, of vital 
consequence. ‘Therefore the decision of the Chief Justice, Sir 
Benson Maxwell, is awaited with mingled curiosity and anxiety. 
It would be out of place on our part to say more until the decision 
is siren: We give a full account of the evidence for the defence 
and prosecution. 

Although Singapore is pretty far away from the central line of 
the total eclipse of the sun on Tuesday, the 18th July, still the 
phenomena presented here will be worth observing, and the 
Chinese and other natives, who are quite well aw, 1¢0f what is 
coming, will make the day a grand holiday. His Excellency Sir 
Harry Ord left here in the Petho on Wednesday last for Whawan, 
ip the Gulf of Siam, where he}will be the guest of his Majesty the 
King of Siam, and where the total eclipse will be seen to the 
greatest advantage, lasting there, as it will, longer than on any 
other spot on the earth.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


Yokouama.—There was a better feeling amongst dealers, but the actual 
business continued trifling, and rates, although fairly steady, had not 
improved. Early in the fortnight considerable sales of Grey Shirtings 
were effected at $2.90 for ordinary chops. The demand appears to have 
subsided, but rates were maintained. A few parcels Nos. 28 to 82 of 
Cotton Yarn favourite chops had been sold at $54 per picul. Holders 
were firm, but there were not many buyers at our quotations; a few 
plain Iustres and black velvets had been sold, but generally fancy goods 
and woollens were quite neglected. The extraordinary fluctuations in 
the native currency made buyers extremely cautious in their dealings. 
The carrent quotations were:—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 to 24, $50.0 to 61.0 
per pical; Nos. 28 to 82, $53.0 to 54.0; Nos. 88 to 42, $52.0 tu 53.0; 
Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., $2.35 to 2.45 per piece; 8.4 lbs., $2.90 to 2.95; 
8.6 to 8.8 lbs., $2.95 to 3.05.; White Shirtings, 56 to 60 reed, $3.15 to 
8.25; 64 to 72, $8.70 to 4.10; 68 to 72, $8.70 to 4.10; T-Cloths, 6 to 7 
Ibe., $175 to 2.35 ; 7 Ibs., $2.10 to 2.80 ; Camlets, S., $16.50 to 17.50 per 
piece; S.S., $15.0 to 16.0; 8.S.S., $18.0 to 14.50; B.B.B., $16.50 to 
17.50; Orleans, plain, $4.0 to 5.0; figured, $4.0 to 4.50; Iron Nail Rod,

SHancHaL—Cottons: In Plain Cottons a good inquiry had existed for 
the Northern markets. Grey Shirtings, 8} Ibs., had realised better prices. 
White Shirtings in fair demand at comparatively low rates, whilst 
T-Cloths had been in great request, aleo American and English Drills. 
Fancy Goods generally continued difficult of sale. Woollens: Spanish 
Stripes had been in fair demand, and had increased slightly in value, 
Medium, Broad, and Habit Cloths were in bétter inquiry. Camlets: 
Small sales at about former prices. Long Ells in limited request. Last- 
ings were very dull uf sale. Metals—Nail Rod and Bar Iron: A small 
business had been done in these kinds at about last quotations. Pig Iron: 
Some small sales were reported at Tls. 15 to 16 per ton. Lead: A further 
decline had taken place. Tin Plates and Steel in small inquiry. Coals: 
Arrivals 1,478 tons from Auatralia and 1,054 from Formosa. Market dull ; 
stocks of English Coal were small, without demand. American Coal had 
been sold to arrive at Tis. 12.5.0 per ton by the cargo, and Australian at 
quotations.

Demand appeared to have ceased for these goods, dealers having laid in 
large stocks ; 7lbs. Tls. 1.8.5 to 2.1.0, 8 Ibs., 86 in., Tls. 2.2.0 to 2.8.6. 
Drills : American, Tls. 4.3.0 to 4.3.5; English, Tls. 3.9.0 to 4.2.5. A 
good inquiry had existed, which had been met pretty freely. Fancy 
Cotton Goods dall of sale. Camlets had been in slightly better inquiry, 
and good assortmenta had reulised Tls. 12.5.0 to 18.3.0 for S.S.  Last- 
ings in better favour at T's. 11.2.5 10 11.9.0—very trifling sales. Long 
Ells: Assorted in better request, and some culours bad advanced in value, 
Dark Blue, Tis. 7.4.0 to 7.6.0; Scarlet dull of sale, at Tis. 6.9.0 for 
H.H. Spanish Stripes and Medium Cloth Tis. 0.5.1 to 0.6.3 and 
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Tis. 0.9.0 to 1.1.5 were the quotations, at which but little was doing in 
these goods. Figured Orleans: Sales of these in barter had been made 
to @ considerable extent at Ts, 3.4.0 to 3.9.0 At Tientsin a large busi- 
ness had been transacted, and stocks very much reduced. Grey Shirt- 
ings, 8} Ibs., Tls. 2.3.0 to 2.3.8. Mexican T-Cloths, 7 lbs., Tis. 2.1.0 to 
2.1.5. White Shirtings saleable to a fair extent: 56 to 60 reed, Tis. 2.0.0 
to 2.1.0. Dyed Fancy Goods in no demand, and White Brocades and 
Spots only in limited inquiry at low prices. 

Foocnow.—The only sales reported bave been as follows :—T-Cloths, 
74 Ibs., E00 pieces, at $2.60 per piece; 7 Ibs. 1,000 pieces, at $2.50 per 
piece; Lead, 2,970 piculs, at $10.50 per picul. 

Hone Kona.—Messrs, Olyphant and Co.'s Circular, dated Gth August, 
is as follows:—Cotton Yarn: Little attention has been paid to this 
article, and prices have undergone a further fall of $2.50 per bale. The 
sales of Nos. 16 to 24 reported, embrace 60 bales of English, 99 of Bom- 
bay, and 28 of Singapore manufacture. Cotton Goods: Drills have 
been in demand, but little has been done in other descriptions, purchases 
being merely to meet pressing and immediate wants, which are very mode- 
rate. Holders of Grey Shirtings from 8.4 Ib. up to 9.8 Ib. have become 
very firm under the advices from Shanghai, and have succeeded in forcing 
prices up 5 cents per piece. White Shirtings are entirely neglected, but 
being already comparatively cheaper than other goods, have suf- 
fered no further decline. T-Cloths have been quitted in insignifi- 
cant parcels on easier terms, but more firmness is shown at the 
close. Turkey Reds are unchanged. Assorted Brocades are 10 
cents dearer, owing toa trifling demand for the coast. In drills some 
6,000 pieces 40 yards American were settled immediately after 
despatch of last mail at $5.30, and $5.174 cash, for Pepperell and 
Laconia Mills respectively. A small sale of Laconias was made a few 
days later at $5.30 cash, and holders then advanced their asking prices 10 
cents per picul, which checked purchases for a time, but just at the close 
a sale of some 3,000 pieces Pepperells has been made at $5.50 cash. 
Dutch Drilla have been taken to a fair extent at an advance of 10 cents 
per piece. Purchases both of American and Dutch Drills have been either 
by Northern merchants (native) or by foreigners for shipment to Shanchai. 
We note a sale of 2,000 pieces 30 yard American Jeans at $4.40. 
Woollens: Sales have been trifling, but the market is improved in tone, 
and this improvement will no doubt become more pronounced as the 
season advances. Considerable quantities of Long Ells have been shipped 
north, and this has led to an advance of 20 cents per piece. Assorted 
Spanish Stripes are a trifle lower, but all other descriptions of Woollens 
are steady, and generally held for figures above our quotations. Metals: 
Nail Rod, Bar, and Hoop Iroa, and Steel are not inquired for, and are all 
lower. Wire is unchanged. Lead has further declined. Tin in fair de- 
mand at former rates. Tin Plates in moderate request on easier terms. 
Quicksilver steady. Coal: Arrivals have been 1,255 tone English, 4,302 
tons Welsh, 1,937 tons Sydney, and 300 tons Formosa, of which 1,300 
Welsh, 480 tons English, 848 tons Sydney, and 300 tons Formosa are on 
the market. There have been no sales, buyers holding off for a decline in 
prices, and the market is decidedly weaker. Formosa Coal is improving 
in quality, and may svon rival Australian in our market, with increased 
facilities for working the mines.

TEA. 

YoxonamMa.—A fair amount of business had been done, and abont 
1,300 piculs had been settled. Ye still find the teamen attempting to 
work off the remnant of the last crop by mixing with the new, and the 
quality of the whole export was inferior, very few parcels of fine grades 
being brought to market. Quotations for the higher classes were there- 
fore nominal, and for other qualities ruled as follows (laid down in London 
at exchange 4s. 7d.):—Fine, 1s. 10}d. to 23. 74.; Good Medium, 1s. 8d. 
to 1s. 93d. ; Medium, 1s. 54d. to 18. 74d.; Good Common, 1s. 2d. to 1s. 434.; 
Common, Is. 04d. to 1s. 2d. 

Swanoitar.—Black: A very large business had again been transacted, 
and natives generally had been easy to treat with. Purchases had shown 
much irregularity, but common descriptions may be considered two taels 
per picul lower. The liberal stock remaining embraced very few parcels 
of a higher character than that of good medium. Prices of common Teas 
were, with few exceptions, three or four taels per picul over what they 
were at the same period last season, and the better sorts likewise were 
much over the selling prices of such kinds last July. The market closed 
with a very quiet feeling. Settlements for the fortnight, 30,500 chests; 
re-shipments on owners’ account, 17,000 chests; stock, 83 chops, or 
82,684 packages. Quotations, duty paid, exchange for credits, at 6s. 
23d. per tael, and freight at £4 10s. per tou:—Hohow, common to 
fair, 18 to 23 taels per picul; Oonam, common to fine, 20 to 35; 
Ningchow, common to fine, 24.5 to 81.5; Oopack, fair to good, 25 to 30. 
Green: Considerable transactions had taken place at about previous 
prices. The bulk of the purchases consisted of Pingsuey tea, of which 
about 14,000 half-chests of middling quality had been taken at prices 
ranging from Tls. 344 to 384, according to proportion. A few parcels of 
good Shanghai-packed tea had been settled at Tls. 36} to 37}, and three 
chops of new Fychow tea at Tis. 35 to 864. The latter were about 4 
taels per picul over last year’s opening prices. All the purchases were 
for England, to which country the export was large. Settlements for the 
fortnight, 17,000 half-chests ; re-shipments on owners’ account, 600 half- 
chests: stock, 20 chops, or 11,875 half-chests. Quotations, duty-paid, 
exchange, as above:—Gunpowder, 1s. 6d. to 38. 10d.; Imperial, 18. 8d. 
to 2s. 8d.; Young Hyson, 1s. 2d. to 2s. 10d.; Twankay, 10d. to 1s. 8d. 

Hankow.—Prices at one time declined Tis. 1 to 2 per picul for Oopack 
kinds, but with a reduction of the stock natives became firmer, and a por- 
tion of this decline was recovered, Low price teas were about 1 tael 
dearer. Quotations were: Oopacks, fair to good medium, Tls, 18.7.5 to 
26, equal 1s. 54d. to 1s. 94d. per Ib.; Oonams, fair to good medium, 
Tis. 16.5.0 to 22, equal 1s. 33d. to 1s. 74d. per Ib. 

Kivxianc,—Nothing had been done, no new Greens having arrived, 
and foreigners being unwilling to operate in Blacks, with a falling market 
at Shanghai. Iolders of leaf in the interior were said to be demandin 
Prices which buyers were unwilling to pay, and a temporary falling off ia 
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supplies was shortly expected. Chinese reported that large quantities of 
leaf, both black and green, had been spoiled by an inundation, but the 
report gained little credence. 

Foocnow.—Messrs. Rusden, Phipps, and Co. report as follows :— 
Congou: Our market for England during the fortnight has been compara- 
tively quiet, settlements being principally in the common grades for 
Australia and the Continent. The better class teas have nearly come to 
an end, and maintain their value better than the medium and lower sorts, 
which, within the last few days, have declined Tls. 2 to $ and Tis. 1 to 2 
reepectively. Scented: Are a little easier in price, and though rather 
broken in leaf are well scented. Settlements for the fortnight have been : 
—Congou, 35,360 chests at Tis. 8.8 to 36.8. ship off; Souchong, 2,172 
chests at Tls. 24.3 to 37.8, ship off; Oolong, nil.; Scented Teas, 12,653 
boxes at Tls. 9.8 to 29.8, ship off; Flowery Pekoe, 166 chests at 81.8, 
ship off. 

Asor.—The market had been cleared of Cungous—a good demand ex- 
isting for Australia—at an advance of about one dollar per picul. Sup- 
plies came forward very slowly, and as teamen were losing heavily, receipts 
for the season would probably not be large. Settlements of Oolong 
amounted to about 1,000 packages, at prices about one dollar over those 
paid for former purchases. A few of the parcels taken were intended for 
the American market. 

Canton.—During the fortnight Mmited settlements had been made, 
consisting principally of scented kmds. In the finest grades of Scented 
Orange Pekoe we quote a reduction of two taels on previous tates, bat 
the commoner kinds were very dear. Scented Capers were held for most 
unreasonable prices, and there were few to be had free from spurious leaf 
at twenty taels. A very limited selection of desirable teas of either kind 
was on the market. The country Congous were almost entirely neglected, 
and there was but little doing in other descriptions of teas. The following 
settlements were reported:—Carton District Congous, 1,500 boxes at 
Tls. 21 to 28; Scented Orange Pekoe, 5,800 boxes at Tis. 20 to 34; 
Scented Caper, 12,000 boxes at Tis. 154 to $8 ; Ganpowder, 1,000 boxes 
at Tle. 134 to 28. 

SILK. 


YorouamMa.—The weather bad continued fine all the fortnight and, 
but for existing political disturbances, doubtless a large business would 
have been done. As it is about 400 picals had been settled. Prices, not- 
withatandiug the steady rise in Exchange, had continued firm, all good 
parcels being enapped up at once as they arrived, as much as $870 having 
been given for a few bales best Shimonita. Most transactions had been, 
however, in medium hanks. The unsold stock was estimated at 100 
piculs. The quotations (laid down in London at exchange 4a. 7d.) were 
Mybash and Sinshu, Best, 35s. 10d. to 36s. 8d.; ditto Medium, 343. 7d. to 
35s. 5d.; ditto Inferior, 81s. 7d. to 33s. 84. 

Snanouat—Mr. Holdsworth's Circular, dated 30th July, offers the 
following remarks:—The latest advices received from England since the 
date of my last Silk Circular, are by letters to the 5th June, and by 
telegrams via Kiachta to the 80th idem, the latter quoting Chop No. 8 
Tsatlees 30s. per Ib. A steady business has been transacted in this 
market during the past fortnight, resulting in considerable settlements, 
estimated at fully 6,000 bales, including 1,000 bales settled at the close 
of last mail, but after my Circular had been issued, making a total of 
19,000 bales Silk settled since the 1st of June, against 11,700 bales to 
same date last vear. There has been great complaint made of the mixed 
condition of the Silks purchased, and many parcels were rejected upon 
inspection. From the fact of the Chinese putting such undesirable Silks 
on the market thus early in the season, it might be inferred that good 
Silks are scarcer than at first anticipated, and this idea is farther 
strengthened by the fact that for really good and classic Silks the natives 
are very firm in their demands for full rates. Prices show no material 
change, though, as was the case last mail, they have been irregular; 
owing to the increased value of dollars in the interior causing higher 
rates there, many holders of Silk prefer holding their stocks for higher 
quotations than selling at our present prices, as they would be unable to 
replace such Silks at the rates they are now offered, The unsold steck 
remains about the same as last estimated, say 4,500 bales. The arrivals 
from Ningpo amount to about 360 to 370 bales, and from Japan 
433 bales were received per last French and English mail steamers. 
The current quotations (laid down in London at exchange 6s. 3d. per tael) 
were as follows:—Tsatlee, Chop No. 1, none; ditto 2, 31s. to 82a, 1d.

ARRIVAL OF THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 

Tue arrival of Mr. Burtanauame's Mission in this coun- 
try isannonnced in this morning’s papers. The members of 
the F!mbassy left New York on the 9th inst. in the Cunard 
mail steamer Java, which arrived in the Mersey at noon on 
Saturday, the 19th. The Java, on entering the Mersey, 
with the Chinese ensign at the fore, at once proceeded to the 
Canada Dock, and Janded her passengers, so that but few 
persons were present to welcome the “ distinguished 
strangers.” They at once entered a private omuibus and 
some other vehicles provided for them and drove off to the 
Washington Hotel, where their arrival created a great sensa- 
tion. After partaking of dinner and resting for an hour or two, 
the members of the Embassy left Lime-street station for 
London, where they are expected to remain fur some two or 
three months. During their stay in the metropolis they will 
reside at the Grosvenor Hotel, but they will probably visit 
several of the largest towns in the provinces before they 
cross over to the Continent. Two European gentlemen are 
attached to the Embassy, Mr. Joan McLeavy Brown, who 
acts as first secretary, and M. Emme Descuamps, who 
officiates as second secretary. The Chinese envoys consist 
of Curn-u-Kuan, or Cui TAJEN, the “ first associate Minis- 
ter,” a Mantchoo Tartar, who holds a high position in 
Peking. The “second associate Minister” is Sun Cua 
Cana, or Sun Tasen, described as a great scholar, soldier, 
and diplomatist. The remainder of the suite consists of 
interpreters, of whom two speak English, two French, and 
two Russian.

A REMARKABLE DISCOVERY. 

Soma strange news comes to us from Paris. It may seem 
curious to our readers—most of whom probably think they 
know something of the Coast of China—that a large and 
important island has hitherto lain undiscovered in that 
region ; yet M. EpMonp Texier assures us (through the 
columns of the Siecle) that such is the fact. M. Enpmonp 
Texter is a French journalist, who has an adventurous 
Italian friend named CzsaR Moreno. This gentleman, it 
seems, while voyaging in the Far East (how or when is not 
specified), has discovered an island of great richness and vast 
extent “somewhere on the Coast of China.” Czsar—un- 
like his great prototype—did not proceed immediately to 
conquer the new land, but returned quietly to Europe with- 
out saying a word about it—being blessed, we must sup- 
pose, with a very discreet set of companions, who let no hint 
of the tremendous secret escape them. Considering himself 
the rightful owner of this gem of the China Sea, he “ offered ” 
it to his own Government ; but whether they considered the 
title doubtful, or had enough work on hand already, for 
some reason or other it was declined. Prussia was next tried, 
but with no better success ; and this is stranger still, when 
we take into consideration the avowed desire of Count Bis- 
MARK to establish a German Colony in China. Napo.gon 
the Tairp next had the refusal of it, but his Imperial Ma- 
jesty was too olda bird to be caught with chaff—besides 
there is Cochin-China not quite settled yet. The discoverer 
evidently did not think it worth while to make any overtwres 
to Great Britain—so he then crossed the Atlantic with the 
benevolent intention of revenging himself against the apa- 
thetic European Powers by “coming to an understanding ” 
with a band of filibusters, who would doubtless have “ settled” 
the place—if they could only have found it—to some purpose. 
But here a brilliant thought struck M. Moreno. Mr. SEWARD 
was “going in” for territory—why not try him? The trial 
was made, and, M. Moreno informs his friend Epmonp 
TExieR, with every appearance of success. “Mr. SEWARD 
“ received him well, considered the affair, and seems likely to 
“ conclude it.” So M. Texizr publishes all this history in 
the Stécle, to show the ungrateful Powers of Europe what a 
magnificent opportunity they have lost. MoRENo says he 
expects to sail shortly to “take possession” of this island 
in the name of the Great Republic. Has he been bewitched 
by some Will-o’-the-Wisp, like the fabled isle of St. Brandan ? 
or does he intend to make over to the United States—for 
® consideration—Formosa or Chusan, or part of the Japan 
group? It is a curious business altogether.

THE announcement of the opening of the new line of rail- 
way between Suez and Alexandria, via Zagazig, on September 
8th, will be received with general satisfaction by all connected 
with India, since not only will passengers henceforth per- 
form the journey between Alexandria and Suez in ten hours, 
including stoppages, but, owing to the more favourable posi- 
tion of the line, the difficulty of maintaining it in efficient 
working order will be materially lessened. The length of 
the line from Zagazig to Suez (we learn from the Mining 
Journal) is about eighty-five miles, and as the Cairo and Suez 
line is to be abandoned, the whole of the working stock will 
be available for the new line, to which the rails and iron 
sleepers will likewise be transferred. Compared with the 
Cairo route, the difference in speed by the Zagazig route will 
be considerable, owing to the heavy gradients on the old line 
being avoided, while even those passengers who desire to 
visit Cairo will lose but little time, since it will only involve

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CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

THE news received by last mail from Nagasaki is almost 
too horrible to be believed. Even in that extraordinary 
country, whence so many startling events have been reported, 
it is difficult to believe in the possibility of some two hun- 
dred men and women being deliberately put on board a 
steamer and taken out to sea to be thrown overboard. Un- 
fortunately, however, the particulars are too precise and cir- 
cumstantial to admit of much doubt. The victims seem to 
have been hurried to their doom in an open, unconcealed 
manner, as though it were quite in the ordinary course of 
events. The punishment inflicted may perhaps be strictly in 
accordance with Japanese law, but the foreign Consuls could 
not see so inhuman a law carried into effect without a pro- 
test, which, however, was all in vain ; they were told to mind 
their own business, Now arises the question—What legal 
right have foreigners to interfere at all? And it isa diffi- 
cult one to answer. Argument and persuasion are alike 
useless ; and to attempt by force to put a veto on the car- 
rying out of native laws—however cruel they may be— 
would be to assume a very grave responsibility. On the 
whole, perhaps the best means of preventing a recurrence of 
80 distressing an occurrence as this would be for the Sove- 
reigns of France and England severally to send autograph 
letters to the MiKkapbo, protesting against such relentless 
severity, and pointing out that if persisted in it is likely, 
sooner or later, to lead to direct foreign interference in the 
internal administration of the Empire—a result that the 
Japanese Government has every reason to dread. 


MR. BURLINGHAME'S MISSION. 

In the Pall Mall Gazette of the 10th inst. and The Times of the 11th, 
the Americo-Chinese Treaty and our own relations with China are further 
discussed, but in articles too lengthy to be reproduced entire. 

The former paper commences by saying, ‘‘ We are afraid the Ameri- 
cans have already spoiled the Chinese ambassadors. They have been 
taken through a course of unlimited feasting and carousal. . . . 
The Chinese will le disappointed after all this with their reception in 
England. Goldsmith's Chinese philozopher reported that it was 
a custom with Englishmen turned of thirty to retire at proper in- 
tervals every year and lie in of the spleen. When the new 
ambassadors contrast their reception here with that which they 
experienced in America they will think they have unluckily ar- 
rived at one of our great lying-in seasons.” In allusion to Mr. Bur- 
linghame’s plentiful distribution of ‘‘bunkum,” the writer says :— 
‘‘Mr. Burlinghame seems for the moment to be carried away by a great 
American ‘notion.’ This is, that the United States must eventually, 
by means of her Pacific railroad, obtain control over the commerce of 
China with foreign nations, and that, consequently, the sooner a Clear 
field can be made for her the better. America in the forefront and the 
rest of the world nowhere—such is the sentiment which Mr, Burling- 
hame has proposed to the American people, with great applause. We 
shall be curious to see what variations he introduces into it when 
he arrives here.” The new Treaty, it observes, “is all very 
well from the American point of view, but Mr. Burlinghame 
is not ignorant of the history of British relations with China, 
and he must be aware that we have our view of the ques- 
tion, and that his representations in the United States have not 
done justice to it. The treaty, he added, will make the tour of the 
world. Very likely ; but it may not everywhere excite the wonderful 
enthusiasm which it has created in America. So far every argument 
which Mr. Burlinghame used for its acceptance by the United States 
is an argument for its rejection by Great Britain. Unless the head of 
the mission relies upon changing his front with great dexterity and 
success we shall scarcely be able to compliment him upon his diplo- 
matic genius. He might have been sure of a hearty welcome in 
America without wantonly arousing the suspicions of all other Powers 
which have dealings with the Chinese.” 

The Times introduces its remarks with a somewhat elaborate review 
of our relations with the Chinese during the laat thirty years, which, 
it says, “‘ will show their behaviour to have been marked from first to 
last by persistent hostility, by an undisguised aversion to relations 
with us at any price, whatever the terms submitted, whether these 
might be lenient or the opposite. Yielding for the moment to fear, 
they have afterwards openly or secretly set at naught all promises and 
engagements.” It then goes on to show that in return for this bad 
os treachery they received not only forbearance, but actual 
benefit. ; 

“But, indced, it is to something beyond leniency that the present (Chinese) Govern- 
ment isindebted. When we crushed the Taeping malcontents we literally delivered 
it from the jaws of ruin. And how has it repaid the services rendered? Has effect 
been given toa single clause of the treaty that could be wriggled out of? Hasa 
single case of complaint been redressed? The despatches of our representatives, 
past and present, tell the same tale. Verily it would seem as if the Chinese diplo- 
matists were masters of the situation. They laugh to scorn our treaty. They in- 
flict upon usa severe disaster. They then jockey us into quelling native rebellion. 
They again laugh our treaty to scorn, and, coolly ignoring their indebtedness, con- 
temptuously give us the go-by as principal and leading Power in their foreign re- 
lations. They send a mission with the avowed object of rendering as far nugatory 
as may be possible the right of access to the interior, acquiescence in which they 
feel they can no longer evade, and which, though forming the leading provision of 
the Treaty of Tientsin, has for some reason or other been left practically a dead 


letter for eight years. The Chinese Government feels too weak at the moment to 
resist as in days gone by ; it resorts, therefore, to artifice and cajolery.” ; 


The people, however, are animated by a totally different disposition 
rom that of their rulera. They have uniformly evinced the greatest 
rhendliness towards foreigners, and no reason existe, 60 far as they are 
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concerned, why China should not be thrown open to-morrow to unre- 
stricted intercourse. 

“We have now to recover the ground lost. We can effect this by simply tellin 
the Chinese Ministers that if they wish for war we desire peace; that we pertciea 

lainly the drift of their present diplomacy to forestall our attempts to form a 
Fiend ly acquaintance {with their subjects; that we mean to have our treaty car- 
ried into effect without further delay, and that consequently wo shall decline to sign 
any clause or clauses calculated to convey the notion that that determination has 
been relinquished. If we thus act now the Chinese Government, being too weak to 
show its teeth, will acquiesce, and there will be peace. If we do not, and we allow it 
time to alienate the people, our intercourse will grow, for grow it must, amid contests 
that must lead to conquest, since all means of persuasion and coercion short of that 
will have been exhausted.” 

The writer concludes by pointing out the inconsistency of the policy 
urged on the United States by Mr. Burlinghame, and apparently re- 
ceived there with favour :— 

“Nothing can contribute so surely to render war among Western nations upon 
Chinese soll likely as this description of interference by one nation in the concerns 
of another. It will not fail to exasperate and to estrange, and China—her arrogant 
rulers sure to place themselves in the wrong—will be the sufferer amid the wrangle, 
and worse than wrangle, that must ensue. The strict falfilment of the obligations 
she has contracted towards all foreign Powors alike {s paramountly the interest of 
China. This alone will ensure and entitle her to the common protection in her just 
rights by all.” 


. MISSIONARY MISTAKES IN CHINA. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 
Mission of Kouy-Tcheou (China), Feb. 23, 1862. 

GewrtEweN,—The blood of martyrs has recently been flowing in our province. 
The victims are—1, Father John Peter Néel, of Sainte Catharine-sur-Niviere (diocese 
of Lyons), beheaded for the faith Jast Monday, February 17; 2, his catechist, John 
Tchen, aged forty-two years; 3, a baptisce named Martin Ou; 4, the neophyte John 
Tchang, whose house was the missioner's asylum; 5, the virgin Lucy Y., belonging 
to a very honourable family in this city. 

Such are the opening sentences of a letter addressed by Monsignor 
Faurie, Vicar Apostolic of Kouy-Tcheou, to the directors of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Faith, as published in their ‘* Annals.” 
The story of the murders is soon told. Abbé Néel, a young and active 
missionary, was gent to superintend a newly established station at Kia- 
chaloung. He had no sooner arrived there than he was bitterly op- 
posed by the mandarin of the district, who finding threats unavailing 
to drive him from his post, ordered his arrest. Together with his 
catechist, the Abbé Néel was brought before the mandarin, seated at a 
temporary tribunal on the execution ground. The examinations were 
short and formal, sentence of death was passed, and the unfortunate 
men were executed on the spot. 

Such pioneers of religion must always be regarded with respect. 
Exiled from his native country, often never to return, leaving all that 
is dear to him on earth for his faith’s sake, the missionary goes to 
labour amongat a people sometimes persecuting, always ungenial. 
With tastes and feelings as widely differing from theirs as the West 
differs from the East, he throws himself into his work with an energy 
that half obliterates the recollection of all he has left behind ; and all 
for others’ sake. But although high esteem for these Roman Catholic 
missionaries cannot be denied to them, we cannot refrain from think- 
ing that there must be some fault in their system which draws on 
them the distrust of officials and people alike amongst whom they 
dwell. From Thibet, Corea, Japan, and China we hear the same ac- 
counts of persecutions and martyrdoms; and it is only reasonable to 
ask whether the uniformity of the phenomenon does not indicate a 
corresponding uniformity in the canse. And of this cause we think 
we find some indications in the letters of Monsignor Faurie. 

It should be remembered, to begin with, that from feebleness of 
religious feeling the Chinese are the most tolerant people in the world. 
Buddhists, Taouiste, Confucianfsts, Protestanta, and Mahommedans 
live together in harmony; and it is only when the rules of the Pro- 
teatant faith clash with the native rites, apart from the essentials of 
religion, that disagreements arise between the missionary converts and 
their heathen brethren. And if the Roman Catholics suffer persecution 
in China it is probably because their bishops and priests claim powers 
to which they have no lawful pretension, thus creating a permanent 
rivalry between themselves and the mandarins, who are provoked to 
adopt harsh measures, in order to make it clear to the people that the 
might, if not the right, is still in their hands. 

Under the most favourable circumstances, one of the Kouy-Tcheou 
mandarin’s most difficult tasks is to maintain the loyalty of his dis- 
trict. Of turbulent disposition,and bred in the midst of anarchy, the 
Western Chinese pass into the ranks of the rebels or return to the posi- 
tion of peaceful citizens with equal ease and indifference. Destitute of 

triotism, suffering under severe taxation without the compensating 

nefit of protection to life and property, the threada that bind these 
people to the State are of the weakest kind, and it taxes to the utmost 
all the mandarin’s talents, natural and acquired, to prevent their 
breaking away altogether from his control. By cajolery and cruelty 
the mandarins for the most part hold their own; or, if they find 
the tide setting too strong against them, they either throw in their 
lot with the rebels, or forestall the too probable edict from Peking 
by putting an end to their existence. From these considerations it 
will be seen how easily a power, or what may seem to be a power 
may arise to perplex the mandarins; and how a set of men of the 
noblest intentions, may, by receiving under their quasi protection all 
who choose to submit to their teaching, appear to the imagination of 
these harassed mandarins enemies of established authority. Every 
one who has lived in China knows how insolent Chinese employés of 
foreign masters become to native officers, and how overbearing to 
their fellows. And few can have had much intercourse with 
mandarins without receiving repeated complaints of such _con- 
duct. The truth is, it behoves all foreigners living in China, 
and especially missionaries, to avoid giving the people any shadow 
of excuse for believing that by entering the service or adopting 
the religion of the stranger they transfer their allegiance from 
the native authorities. But how does Monsignor Faurie act? We 
find that he describes himself as exercising the power of life and 
death, of imprisoning and setting free, of making peace and declaring 
war. He relates how he moved from place to place with the ceremo- 
nies becoming a Viceroy, and attended by a retinue that would have 
graced the progress of a victorious general. On the occasion of his 
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making a tour through his diocese, he describes his approach to the 
town of Tchen-nin-Tcheou in these words :—‘‘ Besides the red para- 
sols, consisting of three tiers of shade, the calvacades, and the can- 
nonades, there was added before my palanquin an escort of three 
little children dressed in red and green, and carrying crowns composed 
of precious stones. . . . Here again I signalised my arrival by 
setting free several prisoners who were confined for offences against 
our religion.” Having arrived at Gan-chouen-fou, Monsignor Faurie 
tells us that all the chief insignia of authority were placed at the door 
of his house, “ besides cannon announcing the nightly guard. . . . 
Each time that I left my house or re-entered three rounds of cannon 
announced the fact.” Nor after he had entered the portals of his house 
was ceremony banished. ‘‘I always eat alone. The principal chiefs 
in full dress stand round the table to serve me, while musicians stand 
at the door and commence their harmony. . . . When my repast 
is over they serve the second tables, at which are placed my attendants, 
the chiefs of the country,and the musicians.” Monsignor Faurie’s 
letters abound with similar descriptions of such pomp and power. 

Now what effects were likely to be produced by these lofty preten- 
sions on the people and the mandarins? As for the people, they saw 
a handful of foreigners, recognised by the local authorities and on 
friendly terms with their Viceroy, wielding an almost unbounded 

ower, and attended by all the pomp that belongs to high officials. 

hey saw them forming a considerable society in the midst of their 
towns and villages, into which admittance was to be gained by 
acquiring a knowledge of certain signs, and the members of 
which were protected alike from the rapacity of the mandarins 
and the attacks of hostile clans. Many believed that a time was 
approaching when the mandarins’ arms would be shortened, and 
that a millennium! of freedom from taxation was begun. Nor were 
signs in the heavens wanting to sanction such ideas. A comet appeared 
in the sky announcing, as ia generally believed in China, the downfall 
of the reigning dynasty, and pointing to their successors by displaying 
to the eyes of those whose heated imaginations taught them to look for 
such a sign, the form of the cross; giving rise, as Monsignor Faurie 
himeelf informs us, to the general observation, ‘‘There can be no 
doubt about it this time; the empire is passing into the hands of the 
Christians.” 

Influenced by such feelings and considerations, thousands offered 
themeelves as candidates for baptism. Whole villages, whose only 
pretension to so high a privilege was the fact of their having learnt to 
make the sign of the cross, besought the blessing of the bishop. On 
one occasion Monsignor Faurie tells us he was met at the entrance of 
a large village by the chief of the national guard, who addressed him 
thus :—“ Having heard yesterday of the arrival of your lordship, we 
detained your catechist, and learned from him how to make the sign 
of the cross. We have stripped our houses of all the superstitious 
objects contained in them. All the villagers are now Christians; come 
and bless us.” Monsignor Faurie goes on to describe what follows in 
these words :— 

It was fair day; the crowd wasimmense. I entered the chief's dwelling, from 
the steps of which the principal square is overlooked. The moment I appeared at 
the porch the business of the fair was suspended, and all eyes were immediately fixed 
on ime, I raised my arms to bless them, but I perceived they did not underatand 
what I was going to do. I immediately put my hand tomy forehead and commenced 
the words of the sign of the cross. Immediately the whole multitude fell on their 
knees, repeated the same sign, and cried aloud with almost one voice, “Inthe name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.” 

Such a scene needs no comment. It must not be supposed that 
Monsignor Faurie believed that all those who professed Christianity 
were actuated by sincere and right motives ; indeed, he relates the fol- 
lowing incident to the contrary :— 

Two families of Mou-rou-se (Ly and Ou) hated each other mortally. There had 
been attempts at assassination. Every member of the family of Ly had been 
wounded, and their house pillaged and burned. They were preparing to make a 
formidable (sic) complaint of the treatment they had received, but before doing so 
they declared themselves Christians, in the hope that they would secure the influence 
of the bishop in their favour. The family of Ou understood perfectly the danger in 
which they were placec, and, actuated by the same motives of securing a friend, 
also declared themselves Christians. 

Amongst the mandarins there is a considerable divergence of opinion 
as to the conduct of the missionaries. The more liberal-minded—and 
they were those who were more intimate with the missionaries and 
their doctrines—regarded them, despite their love of ostentation, as 
true men, and were willing to let them run their course, knowing fall 
well that time would sift the interested converts from the true, and, 
when that was accomplished, that there would be a very small fol- 
lowing left to Monsignor Faurie. The Tories, on the other hand— 
and they were in a large majority—believed the missionaries to be 
intent on the overthrow of the empire, and regarded their religion as 
a cloak for the concealment of political machinations. So great was 
the alarm of these officials at the numbers of recruits who daily declared 
themselves followers ofthe new religion, and the increasing importance 
assumed by the missionaries, that they organised a society for the 
suppression of Monsignor Faurie and his converts; at the head of which 
was Tien, the general of the province, a Tory of Tories, and a bitter foe 
to the missionaries. His alarm appears first to have bcen aroused, ac- 
cording to Monsignor Faurie, by the elaborate pomp, the large re- 
tinue that surrounded the Vicar Apostolic on the occasion of a visit to 
the governor of the province to announce the arrival of his passport from 
Peking, granted under the provisions of the treaty of 1861. From that 
time Tien nsed all the means in his power—threate, tortures, imprison- 
ments—to stop the progress of Christianity ; and at last he determined 
to strike a decisive blow against what he considered to be an illegal 
and dangerous society. For this purpose he found an instrument 
ready to his hand, and one who had experience in such matters. Tay- 
lou-tche, a mandarin, who had, in the year 1858, at Maokeou bcheaded 
three Christians under similar circumstances, readily undertook a like 
office on this occasion. By his orders the Abbé Néel and his catechiats 
were seized, loaded with chains, and carried to the execution ground, 
where he personally directed the ceremonies of their decapitation. 
The spectators who carried the news to Monsignor Faurie averred that 
at the moment that the Abbé Néel’s head fell to the ground a bright 
cloud descended from heaven and hovered over his corpee.

The rumour that Mr. BE. de Waal will shortly resign his post as 
Minister of the Colonial Department has assumed more consistency 
since H. M. the King has granted him leave of absence on the ground 
of ill health. Jt is ascertained that his resignation will take place as 
soon as the India budget is voted. As his promaie successors, are 
named Mr. Mirandolle or Mr. O. van Rees; the Conservatives are afraid 
that the last named will accept the Portfolio, and the papers of that 
party have opened a crusade against him accordingly. There is a 
general conviction, however, that he is the right man in the right 
place, and that his appointment will go far to still the discontent which 

revails in India in consequence of the unfulfilled promises of the 
beral party. 

The addresses of the Chambers of Trade at Amsterdam and Rotterdam 
urge that more produce should be sold in India instead of being 
brought here unsold, and all the Chambers are forwarding addresses to 
the same effect ; it is thought probable that the Government will con- 
gent to the change. I hear also that the minister intends once more to 
ask a credit to subsidize a steam line between Java and Australia, 
the necessity of which is so strongly urged by the Batavia Handelsblad, 
which was received by the last mail. 

The French papers are alluding to the fact that the negotiations of 
Holland with Germany, which aimed to revise the navigation-treaty 
of the Rhine, have been interrupted. Several rumours are current 
respecting the occasion of the interruption, but I am able to state that 
it was only caused through Prussia having claimed the right to be- 
come master of our rivera, that is that no public works should be made, 
either on the Merwede or New Macse, withaat the consent of the Rhine 
States. Of course it was impossible that Holland could grant such an 
extraordinary demand, but it ia ridiculous to say that this will become 
a pretext for hostilities between Germany and Holland. 

he Catholic party has opened a crusade against the Cabinet. You 
will remember that the Minister of the Home Department declared 
that he would not alter the present Instruction Law. The archbishop 
and the bishops have in reply published a manifesto, which is read in 
all the churches, and by which every Catholic is recommended not to 
support the public anti-sectarian school, but to establish private schools 
in which the Catholic religion may be taught. The clergy are thus 
endeavouring to force the Cabinct to alter the Act of 1857. A general 
excitement will be the probable consequence of this manifesto, because 
the educational system has many more defenders than antagonists, 
and of course the former will endeavour to prevent any alteration in 
the existing law. 

The result of the sugar convention at the Hague was that the 
customs duties on refined sugar when imported into France are two 
francs lower, so that the duty is now f.48.65 per 100 kilo. This altera- 
tion of the sugar treaty is made because the foreign importers were 
eegadiced by the differential customs duties which prevail in France ; 
and the plenipotentiaries of the other States only approved of the 
alteration upon the assurance of the French Commissioner that the 
French tariff should be entirely revised next year. 

I regret having to record the death of our eminent author, Mr. 
oe van Lennep, who died, aged sixty-six years, at his seat at Ooster- 

The annual meeting of [the Society for Improving the Javanese has 
been held at Armheim, under the presidency of Dr. W. Bosch. A 
very extensive discussion took place upon the best way to realise the 
aims of the society, viz., that the natives should be made really free, 
so that Europeans should no longer continue to dispose as they please 
of their time and labour, as is now the case. It was strongly urged 
that the education of the natives ought to be improved in the first 
place, and a commission was appointed in order to report upon the 
actual condition of education in India. The members also resolved 
that the society should publish periodical reports upon our colonies. 
The number of members in the gociety is now 1,500, against 160 two 
years ago. 

The intelligence received by the last mail stating that Government 

paid the passage money of Mr. C. Busken Huet, who has left 
for India to become the editor of the hitherto Liberal Java Bode, has 
created much sensation and indignation here. This fact proves by 
what means the former Conservative Government maintained ite power. 

It is stated that the Minister of the Colonial; Department has the 
intention to decide upon the question of sugar cultivation in India as 
soon as possible. The session of the States General will be closed on 
the 19th inst. in the usual manner, and the new session will be opened 
on the 21st. 

H. M. the King has arrived from Switzerland at his seat’ Het Loo, 
where splendid festivities took place on the birthday of the hereditary 
Prince of Orange. H. M. the Queen has left for Ems. 

The First Lieutenant of Marine, Mr. H. van Goena, now stationed in 
the East, has been appointed adjutant to the Minister of the Marine 
Department. H. M. has approved the appointment of Mr. G. von Bult- 
Sogtowen as Consul at Sourabaya for the North German Confedcra- 

on. 

H.M.’s steamer of war Djambi is ready to sail on the 2ist. She is 
bound for Ja The Moach II. will shortly sail with 150 soldiers 
for the East India army. Whilst the,Jacoba and Emilie is chartered 
to convey coals to Yokohama. 

MONETARY AND COMMERCIAL. 

The demand for money is quiet ; the Bank, however, has made no 
alteration in the rate of discount, which waa fixed on the 24th of Mareh 
last at 24 to 3 per cent. 

The business in public securities has been of more active descrip- 
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tion ; the dealings nevertheless being in a great degree speculative. 
Foreign stocks in some cases have presented more firmness. It is 
thought that the current is rather turning in a favourable direction. 
The Dutch funds exhibit considerable firmness. 

In your issue of the 11th inst. you make some remarks respecting 
the import of double duties on al goods imported into Java not mant- 
factured in Holland. As some uncertainty seems to prevail about the 
matter in England, I insert a list of those articles which are subjected 
to double duties :— 

Carriages, copper, manufactured, bronze ware, copper ware, earth- 
enware (pottery) and china; flour and meal, furniture, glass and glass- 
work, iron, founded or forged, lead, manufactured, leather and leather- 
work, manufactures of cotton (not made up, white or bleached, dyed 
or printed), linen, woollen, hemp, flax and tow, ribbon and band, lace; 
meat of all sorta, salted or preserved ; paper of all sortaand paper 
hangings ; stcel, rod, plate, sheet, railway bara, scarfnsile, manufactured ; 
cotton or woollen yarns; zinc work, painted or lacquered, are subject 
to a customs duty during the years 1866-68, when certified of Dutch 
origin or manufactured in Holland, of 10 per cent. of the value, and 
when imported from or manufactured elsewhere of 20 per cent. ; 
this last differential duty will be reduced 4 per cent. after the lat Ja- 
nuary 1869. : 

Beer in bulk is charged per 100 litres 2f. for Dutch, 4f. for foreign, 
till Dec. 3lat, 1868, and then the foreign will have to pay 3f. Beer in 
bottle, 2f.

The biddings for £200,000 in bills on Calcutta and Madras were 
held as usual at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were—to Calcutta, £193,200, and to Madras, £6,800. The mini- 
maum price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 104d. on both presidencies, 
and tenders at 1s. 114d. will receive about 40 per cent. Those 
above will be allotted in full. These results show a further in- 
crease in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

A small quantity of bar silver brought by the last West India 
packet has been disposed of for shipment to the Continent at 603d: 
per ounce, showing a fractional advance. 


A limited amount of Mexican dollars has been disposed of for 


China at 594d. per oz., showing a decline of 4d. from the rate last 
obtained. 

The appeal case of Sam Mendel, of Manchester, against the 
decision of the Hong Kong Court, for delivery of goods to the 
Chartered Bank of India, consigned by him to Lyall, Still and 
Co. is not likely to be considered by the Lords Justices until 
November. 

Tt appears that the Dutch still maintain the impost of double 
duties on all goods imported into Java not manufactured in 
Holland, and that all sorts of devices are used by our manu- 
facturers in order to have their goods certified as of Dutch 
make, such as sending cotton manufactures to be bleached in 
Holland. It is remarkable that the Dutch Government has not 
abolished such [a restriction, worthy only of a past ege. Our 
Rotterdam correspondent gives « list of the articles upon which 
the increased charge is made. It would appear that a reduction in 
the rates will come into force on the Ist January, 1869, 

The Ajax, belonging to Mr. Holt’s line of China steamers,Sleft 
Liverpool on the 25th of June, and arrived at Mauritius on the 
3rd of August, making the passage under 39 days. 

A new postal treaty between Great Britain and the United 
States with reference to the East India mails has been promul- 
gated. It regulates the exchange of mails between the United 
States and the East, by means of the new American steam line 
plying betweea San Francisco and Hong Kong, and takes effect 
on November 1, The rate of postage is 10c. currency per half 
ounce on letters, 2c. each on newspapers, and 8c. per four ounces 
on book packets, patterns, and samples, and the treaty includes 
all the British possessions in the East. 

The Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Oompany’s steam- 
ship Chiltern has sailed from the Thames for Malta with the shore 
end and part of the main cable for the direct submarine telegraph 
line to be laid by that company for the Anglo-Mediterranean 
Telegraph Oompany (Limited). The Scanderia, containing the 
remaining length of the main cable, has also sailed. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and 0, Company’s steamer 
Massilia, from Southampton on the 19th inst. was in gold, to 
Galle, £2,800 ; to Bombay, £9,750; to Madras, £5,504 ; to Cal- 
cutta, £53,000 ; in silver, to Bombay, £1,050; to Hong Kong, 
£45,740 ; total in gold, £71,144; in silver, £46,790. 

The directors of the Agra Bank (Limited) have issued » report 
to the proprietors, from which we extract the most material pas- 
sages as follows :—“ It has not been the practice in past years, a5 8 
rule, to issue a half-yearly report of the working of the bank. 
The present directors did so, however, last year,.in regard to the 
peculiar circumstances of the bank at that time, and they have 
considered it advisable to do so again on this occasion. . . . 
With regard to the A capital, the directorsthave declared an ad 
interim dividend to the A shareholders on the amount of their

shares, for the half-year ending 30th June last, at the rate of 8 
per cent. perannum. With reference to this dividend, the direc- 
tors are happy to be able to state that the business of the bank 
has been steadily on the increase. The progress which it has 
made, both in London and at the branches, has been of the most 
satisfactory character, and the credit and support which it has re- 
ceived, as evidenced by an almost daily addition to its constituency, 
is most gratifying and encouraging. The shareholders interested 
in the B shares are aware, from the last report issued by the direc- 
tors, and from the information given at the general meeting held 
in April, that very considerable difficulty and delay were found to 
attend upon the realisation of the outstanding assets of the late 
bank. One principal object contemplated by the resuscitation 0 
the bank was to afford sufficient time for the recovery of these 
assets without the necessity of forcing sales, by which the loss, in- 
evitable in any case, would have been very seriously increased. 
This object has been attained, and the liabilities of the old bank 
have now been paid in full at a much earlier date than would 
otherwise have been practicable without a call being made upon 
the unpaidcapital. . . . Thereareat the present moment assets 
unrealised representing the sum of about £2,700,000. The larger 
portion of this amount consist of assets in this country, but a con- 
siderable part is made up of claims in outstanding advances 
secured on indigo factories in India and other similar properties, 
for which the directors have not yet succeeded in meeting with 
purchasers on suitable terms. The home assets are composed to a 
great extent of claims on companies in liquidation, and of securi- 
ties of various kinds in mortgages, debentures, shares, steamers, 
&c., having an intrinsic value which will no doubt sooner or later 
be developed, but many of these securities cannot at once be 
turned into money without sacrifice which it would be injudicious 
to incur. When tho resuscitation arrangements were drawn up, 
the belief was entertained that the period of two years would have 
sufficed for the realisation of all but a small portion of the old 
assets, and that by the lst January, 1869, it would have been 
practicable to show aconsiderable surplus available to the B 
shareholders as capital to participate in dividends from that date. 
The directors regret to say that the progress made with these as- 
sets up to this time has not been such as to lead to the expectation 
that this will be the case. Beyond what will be necessary to 
cover the advances which have been made to provide for the 
claims of creditors, and which form the first liability of the assets, 
the directors find it difficult to offer a correct opinion, either of 
the amount of surplus which may remain, or of the period when 
the assets may be expected to be fully realised. At the same time 
it is right they should state that nothing has occurred in respect 
to these assets since the general meeting in April, to lead them to 
look for additional losses which were not then foreseen and ex- 
lained. They are most solicitous that neither the share- 
olders nor the public should be under wrong impressions, or 
should be misled in their expectations ; and it is with this view 
that they have considered it to be their duty to communicate to 
them in this report the doubts they themselves entertain, that at 
so early a period as the beginning of next year there will be sur- 
plus assets to rank as capital, and available for dividend from that 
date, in association with the A shares. This will be a disappoint- 
ment to the B shareholders, but it has arisen from causes con- 
nected with the assets, which the directors have not been able to 
control, and from the desire on their part not unduly to press sales 
by which the interests of shareholders would suffer. In conclusion, 
e directors would repeat what they have stated at the outset 
of this report, that the progress and prospects of the bank, both in 
this country and in India, continue to confirm their most sanguine 
anticipations.”

An Indian sale is advertised for the 22nd inst. The Undine, from 
Canton, arrived on the 10th inst. Prices for Congous of old import 
show 4d. per Ib. fall, but new, of fair to medium grades, are again 1d. 
to 2d. per lb. lower, or fully 4d. less than the opening prices. 

The following is from the Produce Markets Review :—N otwithstand- 
ing the large quantity of tea placed on the market from recent arrivals, 
and the general inclination on the part of merchants to sell, the trade 
have not been buyers except of the finest grades, and even then they 
have only purchased in the most sparing manner; while the medium 
and common sorts, which so largely predominate, are quite neglected, 
and prices for these descriptions are now from 3d. to 4d. below the 
os rates. High and disproportioned as were the first prices paid, 
there is no doubt that this class of tea has fallen to a price somewhat 
approximating to its merits. On the other hand, the few parcels of 
superior quality have moved off freely, and prices have been main- 
tained. For the present we do not look for any fall in the finer kinds, 
owing to the active competition of shippers ; but as soon as their wants 
are satisfied there must be a reaction, as the grocers generally are too 
deeply committed to low prices to admit of their buying any large 
quantity of tea over 2s. per lb.; buyers of tea should never lose sight of 
this fact, as the sooner it is practically applied in the purchase of tea 
the sooner will trade return to its usnal activity. The new Monings, 
ex Agamemnon, have sold more readily than the Kaisows. The 
leaf and qualities of these teas are generally good, and prices are 
moderate for opening rates ; we have also noticed that the objection- 
able unevenness of the Moning leaf has, to some extent, been removed. 
All activity in any branch of the tea trade is, however, checked by 
the enormous exports from China, the latest telegram giving a total of 
81,500,000 Ibs, ; and the folly of thus pouring so large a proportion of 
the year’s crop into our market in the space of a few weeks is the more 
to be regretted as it is by no means certain that the total imports for 
the year will be in excess of our requirements, and the course pur- 
sued will, perhaps, Jead to undue depression at one period of the year 
to be followed by a speculative reaction as the season advances. The 
Canton Pekoes, ex Belted Will, are as difficult to sell as ever; for 
Scented Caper there is a little better, but not active, demand. Oolongs 
of both old and new import continue in excess of requirements. 


SILK. 

The interval has been characterised by a total absence of ani- 
mation, and a further decline in price has been stimulated by the 
heavy unloadings of the French and English steamers, which arrived 
together. Chop thirds still remain nominally at 29s. to 30s., but Swet 
Fee No. 3 Blue Peacock is not. worth more than 27s. 6d., while Ting 
Chang Kee Fong Wan, which sold at 26s. 6d. at the opening of the 
market, has since been placed at 238., and some inferior Tsatlee has 
only realised 203. Skeins we may quote at 193. to 19s. 6d. ; Kahing, 
21s. to 23s. 6d. ; Haineens are Jower by 6d. to 1s. ; Japans remain 
neglected. The demand from the Continent still runs on fine silk, and 
entirely passes by Asiatics, and hence many anticipate that we shail 
fall until such a price is reached ‘as to induce speculation, say from 
1s. to 2s. below present rates. The new season’s Japans are to hand, 
but nothing has yet been done with them. 

Corron.—Since the date of our last report the Liverpool market has 
taken a downward course.
